Sir 


The cause of the delay in expressing an opinion as to the genuineness of the Indian Peace 
medal issued during President Jefferson’s Coin is as follows. 


First we have no four inch medal of President Jefferson in our cabinet, and consequently 
can make no comparison between what is know to be genuine and the medal forwarded. We 
have a three in medal which may have been made to take the place of the four inch that being too 
cumbersome to wear by the Indians. 


Before giving my opinion of the medal I would like to fully examine our stock of 
National dies and if possible ascertain whether we have a pair of four inch dies of this design, we 
then could fully establish the genuineness or otherwise of this medal. 


As you are aware all medal dies are in the custody of the Coiner whose man knowing the 
keys to the closets containing the dies is now on his vacation, but will return on the 15th inst. 
where I will promptly attend to this matter.
